Selectmen's Report. 

Mr. George H. Davis, the road commissioner elected at the 
last annual meeting, having declined to serve, your selectmen, in 
accordance with the statute covering such cases, appointed Mr. 
Fletcher D. Proctor to fill the vacancy. 

Application having been made for the discontinuance of a 
portion of the highway known as the "Old Market Road,'!, after a 
hearing duly held, it was deemed advisable to discontinue the road 
and the same has been done. We also discontinued the Taylor 
Hill road, so called, relaying the same in accordance with petition 
presented to us. 

As you are doubtless aware, the salary of the Overseer of the 
Poor has always been in arrears. We deemed this an unwise 
course to pursue and this year have drawn orders for the salary of 
the Overseer of the Poor for three years, paying the same in full to 
March i, 1896. 

The town did not have any record of the various roads ex- 
cept such as had been laid since its incorporation. It seemed to 
your selectmen that now was the proper time to have a complete 
and accurate record of all the roads that had ever been laid in the 
town, and under the direction of Mr. Trank C. Partridge a complete 
record has been made and entered in a record book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

Your Town Agent having removed from the town, the selectmen 
have acted in his stead and beg to report that the only cases 
against the town are the Rafferty and Clark cases brought by the 
City of Rutland and previously referred to. These cases were tried 
last summer before the Hon. H. C. Johnson, of Woodstock, as re- 
feree, and the finding of facts as presented by him was against the 
town. The case, however, went to the Supreme Court on exceptions 
and was heard at the last term, but no decision has yet been reached.

1. To choose a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2. To choose the necessary town officers for the ensuing- 
year. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to raise a school tax of 
more than twenty cents on the dollar, and if so. how much. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than 
twenty five cents on the dollar highway tax, as required by 
law. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by 
taxation or otherwise to - pay current expenses and the 
indebtedness of the Town, and to see at what time the same 
and highway tax and other taxes that may be voted shall be 
payable. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Sections 480 to 486 inclusive of the Re\nsed Laws and 
amendments thereto for the collection of taxes. 

7. To see if the Town will vote any compensation to 
town officers. 

8. To choose grand and petit jurors. 

9. To transact any other buisness which may legally 
come before said meeting.
